The supply ot 
sunshine, w hich given to fruit its sweetness 
and flavor, is not, however, sufficient to 
I make t lie quality of British Columbia fruit 
correspond with its unsurpassed size. In the 
opinion of Prof. Robertson, 11 well-managed 
canning factory, to furnish a market for 
home-grown fruit, could bo made to yield 
big returns in this Province. 

From bis present incomplete information 
regarding Vancouver Island's characteris- 
tics and needs, the professor thinks Unit 
butter-making cattle — Jerseys and Guern- 
seys — are the kind most needed here.

Steamship Companies Will Cease to 
Make Southampton Their 
Terminal. 



Processions Prohibited by t'.to Police 
Some oi the Strikers Deeiile 
to Resume Work. 



LONDON, Sept. 11. — In the event of the 
Southampton strike continuing a week 
longer, several steamship companies, it ia 
said, will cease to make Southampton their 
terminal. The loss of patronage thus re- 
sulting will prevent any dividend being de- 
clared or dock shares for nine years lo conic. 
Shares are already unsaleable. 

Ship owners arc- writing to agents to send 
homeward-bound vessels to other ports. 

The Morning Post compares the South- 
ampton strike with the groat strikes at 
Pittsburg and Chicago, which resulted in 
disaster lo life anil property. The writer 
attributes violence of the American strikers 
to the severity of the measures adopted to 
repress them.

Address to the Grand Lodg-e ot 
Good Templars. 



How the. Order in British Columbia 
Has Advanced Both in Numbers 
and Strength. 



Grand Chief Templar RIcGilHvray de- 
livered the following address, at the close 
of tho Grand Lodge, 1. 0. G. T., which 
has just completed its annual - session at 
Nanninio, — 

To Tins Grand Lodge ok Bbitish Col- 
umbia, I.O.G.T. 

Dear Sis'crs and Brothers. — Wo meet 
again in Grand Lodge for tho fifth annual 
gathering to review our labors for the 
past year, and to devise the best means 
and plan of work for tho future. 

Wo claim considerable prosperity for 
the past year, principally as a result of 
tho Grand L dge lecturer, Mrs. Lila A. 
Moore. Sho commenced her work in 
Victoria about the middle of Novend er, 
lecturing all over the provinco, encuurag- 
' ing and stimulating the lodges that were 
in existence, and organizing in localities 
■where there were none, enabling us to 
repoitau increase for the year of ten 
lodges. Our lecturer came to us at an 
unfavorable season i f the year on ac- 
count of the unusual severity of tho win; 
ter, however, Mrs. Moore was rqual to 
the occasion. By her energy and zeal, 
for the cause of prohibition, she was able 
to reach all her appointments, excepting 
Nicola Luke, which was regretted very 
much, it being considered too cold to 
venture the trip from Kamloops. The 
total number of lodges and membership 
will be given in detail by tho grand sec- 
retary in his report. And it will be for 
you to consider tho advisability of en- 
gaging a lecturer for the coming year. 

Bro. S. Gough, grand secretary, was 
commissioned to organize a naval lodge 
at Esquimalt, and Bro. Charles Keith, of 
Dominion lodge, to re-organize Excelsior 
lodge, and your humble servant just re- 
cently organized Maple Leaf lodge at 
.Sti.nas, and No Retreat at Chillhvhack in 
the winter. 

DOMINION ALLIANCE. 

For the last two years, the executive 
of the Dominion Alliance have invited us 
to send representatives to their annual 
jucetin8»i which is composed of represen- 
tatives from the various tenipovanco or- 1 
ganizations and Christian churches t.f the 
Dominion. On account of the expense, 
your executive did not deem it advisable 
to send any delegates. And it is for this 
body to say whether it is advisable to 
make the provisions about sending dele- 
gates. Wo ought to have a standing com- 
mittee to visit at the annual gathering of 
all other temperance organizations in the 
province to convey to tJioui our fraternal 
greetings, etc., fur Good Templarism is 
an ally li all temperance bodies. 

LITERATURE. 
Tho last two sessions of this Grand 
T ;o'V" ordered that rho Good Templar of 
Canada should be the Official OqMn of 
this jurisdiction; notwithstanding all this 
very little interest was manifested by cur 
members becoming subscribers to the 
paper, so wo concluded, at tho expense 
of this Grand Lodge, to subscribe for one 
£G P y f°v ? acM and that the Lodge 

deputy or some other motiobet that ' hp 

Lodr'o might select, should act as agent, 
soliciting subscriptions, hoping that this 
step might produce a good result. And 
we also firmly believe that much 
good would result by distributing 
thorough sound temperance literature 
amongst the people. 

HOOD TEMPLAR INSURANCE. 
At present there are three Good Tcm- 
lar Benefit Associations on the continent, 
and for some time negotiations have been 
pending with a view to consolidating 
them into one, and it is generally ex- 
pected that the movement will succeed. 
Wo are firmly of the opinion that it 
would very materially benefit our noble 
Order in British Columbia if this Grand 
Lod^e would immediately recommend our 
lodges to some one of these associations 
with a view of seem ing the benefits to be 
derived to our mombers — papers and cor- 
respondence relating to this matter will 
be laid before yo J.

Under the management iif our efficient 
G. S. .1. '1'. several now Temples have 
been organized during the year, but I 
fear that wo have not. been devoting that 
attention to this department of our ordoi 
that its importance domands, and I trust 
that tho body may bo able to discover 
some method that would give more inter- 
est generally. 

BY LAWS. 

It will be for you to consider the advis- 
ability of amending our By-Laws, more 
e-ipieially Article three, as tho bail's of 
representation to this Grand Lodge ap- 
pears to be too liberal. 

APPEALS. 

It has been a great source of relief and 
satisfaction to me, not having to sit in 
judgment on any appeal, for there has 
"not been any, Harmony and good will 
lias reigned supreme within our borders. 

POLITICAL ACTION. 

You will remember that our petitions 
to tho last IIouso of Assembly for this 
Province, asking for amendments to the 
Licence Laws and Sabbath observance, 
mot with but little favor, owing to the 
fact that a largo majority of tho members 
were not in sympathy with temperance. 

It will now be in order for us to try 
tho New House, recently elected, to find 
what it is made out of.

The Issn^ Discussed and Decided Apralust a 
fiepresentivtivo of the Vatlcau. 

QUEBEC, Sept. 11.— The following is given 
as the otlieial version of the incident con- 
nected with the refusal of Cardinal Tasehe- 
reau to attend the recent state dinner given 
by the governor-general in honor of Prince 
George of Wales. Among the invited 
guests were Admiral Watson, Cardinal 
Taschercau, his lorship Bishop Williams, 
Governor Angers and the provincial min- 
ister* and officers of the licet and the gnr- 
son. 

'1 ho governor-general hud decided that 
his guests should take pluces in the order 
indicated, but at the last hour Lord Stanley 
received a niessuce from the cardinal stating 
it was impossible for him to attend unless 
he was given precedence alongside of Prince 
George. It is supposed that Cardinal 
Taschercau, in milking the demand, was in- 
fluenced by the alleged precedent created 
by the Prince of Wales in favor of Cardinal 
Manning 

On receipt of the Cardinal's message, 
Lord .Stanley held a long private consulta- 
tion with Prince George. It is understood 
that the precedent established by the Prince 
of Wales was billy discussed in all its 
bearings, the result being that Prince! 
George and Lord Stanley, although much | 
annoyed at the Cardinal's attitude, had 
made up their minds to giant his demand. 
On learning this, however, Admiral Watson j 
and Genera! liots strongly opposed the con- 
cession. 

They declined (o attend the dinner if it 
were made. It ie thought that Admiral 
Watson and Gen. Ross maintained that tho 
Prince of Wales was rot a king; ho coul I 
not abolish tho usages established by tl.C 
Queen, that a title conferred by a foreign 
sovereign, such as the Pope, could not he 
reeognizad Ly a representative of Her 
Majesty, and moreover that the Ctvse hut 
not been provided fur by any one and that 
the governor-general had the absolute power 
to place his guests as he pleased and decided 
'this view eventually prevailed and the 
Cardinal, standing on his dignity, re- 
mained away.

WHAT ELECTRICIANS ARE DOING 
V/ITH THE. JBTLE FLUID. 



Wew Uses for Electricity— Iaitost Appll- 
cation for Ttiontricnl Purposes— Tim 
ii Klootric Microscope— Motors and Ex- 
g l.icis TraliiH-Hoiuo New Inventions of 
U" tv Startling Nuture. 

An interesting application of electricity 
for theatrical purposes was made in connect- 
ion with tlio ballet in "Ascanio," Haint- 
Knon's new work M .no Paris opera. This 
was the torch can-led by tlia genii. It was 
oCvory limited din. sious, und bad to bo 
kopt alight for a qu tor of an hour each 
evening. An incandescent lamp was con- 
coaled beneath the "jeweled" torch head and 
a small battery was placsd in the stair. In 
lighting the torch tho actress who took tho 
part i.f Phoebus and curried tho genii's torch 
applied thumb pressure to a spring in the 
handle, when tho connections were formed 
nud tho lamp was "•litcd. Tho batteries' 
were daily charged at the electrical station 
to tho opera. 

At tho electrical exhibition at St. 
Louis it is intended to illustrate very 
fully tho retnarkal progress which bus" 
boon mado in tlio u licatiou of electricity 
for heating purpos.s. Among other devices 
there will bo ordinary looking llat-irons 
to which llexiblo cord is attached, and 
to which the heat can bo instantly transmit- 
ted by a slight presure. Soldering irons with 
similar connections c i ho heated wiihoul 
any wasto of time, an - the usual iliepot can 
l)o dispensed with. Tea kettles, cooking 
dishes, tin pan«, and every description of culi- 
nary articles can in tho same way bo placed 
anywhero, and their contents boiled or baked 
in tho time ordinarily taken in lighting a 
fire. Portable radiators will also ho on ex- 
hibition, which can bo carried with the great- 
est ease from ono room to another and which, 
when connected, will warm tho npartmont. 
Supplementing this exhibit there Hill etf ti 
number of improved thermostats or temper) 
ate controllers, by which the temperature of 
a room can be instantly regulated. 

Tho tendency of a largo number of KU 
electrical inventions is toward tho lighten 
iug of household labor. A miniature pump 
ing plant for domestic use has now appeared 
with no more current than is required for 11 
couple of incandescent lamps, will pump 10.1 
gallons an hour. Tho pumping plant is en- 
tirely automatic and requires no attention. A 
float in tho tank is provided with a switch by 
which tho uioler and pump are started when 
tho water in tho tank is low and automatical' 
ly stopped when tho tank is full. 

A journal in Chicago some time ago offer- 
ed prizes for tho best three projects far emi 
phasizing tho success of tho world's fair in 
that city. Two of tho proposals which havj 
been submitted involve the uso of electricity, 
Ono inventor contemplates tho building of a 
tunnel of thick glass l'nrout into tho lake, 
and its illuinwation so that tho watercan bii 
seen for a considerable distance and the ef- 
fect of an immense aquarium bo Fecured. 
Another inventor proposes tho erection oi 
two towers, each about 400 feet high, at a 
considerable distance apart, and tho construc- 
tion between tliem of au aerial electric rail- 
road. A road of this kind is about to bo buiil 
at Zurich, between two hills about a quarter 
of a mile apart. 

Tho electric mtscroscope promise to maka 
soino wonderful revelations in the world oi 
science. At a recent medical congross id 
Europe, microscopical preparations under a 
magnifying power of 11,000 linear woro mndl 
visible to an assemblage of 800 persons. Tha 
pulsating heart of a dog nud tha heart beat! 
produced by suffocation were successfully 
demonstrated. 



INTENDING SETTLERS. 

An Kllglble Colony Bi'lnd Made lip In Blaine, 
Washington, fur Establishment ut 
Bulla C'oolla. 

Messrs. II. E. Sargent ard S. S. Sie- 
berf, tlio duly accrutlitud agents and re- 
presentatives of the Bella Goollil Colony 
of Blaine, Washington, are in town making 
inquiries as to tho conditions upon which 
they can obiuin lands in tho vicinity of 
Bella Gooilft, on Bentinok Arm. They 
bear ilatturing letters of introduction, 
accrediting them im behalf of tho pro- 
posed colony, which already numbers 
oboul 70 souls,' ready to move almost at 
once, provided tho reports of their dele- 
gates are satisfactory. The pentlomoi! 
named originally como from Wisconsin 
and Michigan respectively, mid have 
boon at Blaiuo since the early spring. 
They, in common with those who con- 
template associating with them report 
tint the lands they are leaving are of 
very good quality; but the trouble is that 
they are all occupied up as far as Mount 
Baker. Indeed it quite surprised them 
to find so much satisfactory settlement. 

From inf filiation which they had re- 
ceived from Indians and Others tho nil - 
s ittled settlors had been induced to turn 
their attention to ih« section which ihey 
wore now contemplating. They fully ex- 
pioted that, if everything proved satis- 
factory — tho quality of tho lands and the 
turms and conditions of its acquirement — 
not less than 100 souls would find their 
way to tho colony, which it was the in- 
tention to organize on B'rietly prohibition 
principles, tho members being pledged to 
abstain from intoxicating liquors. Among 
their number are carpenters, blacksmiths, 
wheelwrights, mechanics, and other urti- 
zans together with a largo number of 
practical fanners. At tirst agriculture 
would he the main employment, but 
would be followed by several depart- 
ments of manufacture in which some of 
the party were adopts. One of them is a 
skilled calmer, both of fish and fruit, and 
to tho catching of lish and tho raising of 
fruit special attention would be paid. 

In so far as concerned t he direction of 
tho association, the colony would ho in 
the main co-operative, but there would 
bo nothing socialistic or in any way based 
upon the theories of sonic of the so-called 
economists who -ire to-day giving so 
much ventilation to their almost Utopian 
projects. They all meant business, and 
by helping one another, and having at 
tlio same lime a well regulated commun- 
ity they had every confidence of success. 
They expected to look over a large island, 
(King's) at the mnu'h of tho Bella Cuollu 
Rivor, opposite t< i which there was an 1 lldiao 
: reservation containing3,3COacrosof escol- 
h nt]land. It was the intention to leave 
j Victoria on Monday for their destination, 
i Materially reduced fare- to which they 
I had every hope of obtaining. Bella 
| Coi I'm was in the early days on the Bon- 
' tinck arm route to Cariboo, which was 
I also reached, as well as Chilcotin, from 
I Bute Inlet. Tho latter route was aban- 
doned after tho Indian massacre, soon 
! after which the waggon road was inaugur- 
ated. From Bella Ooolla it is only a mile 
to the Ohilcotin plains whero there aro 
ample facilities for cattle raising.

H is a twin-screw pro 
poller, 100 feet long and :i) feet beam, tritl 
an unusually long overhang astern, high boil 
and shallow draught. Tho boat is being con. 
strutedon plans mode by M. R. Ruble, an'! 
I). C. Bernard of Newark is doing the joinei 
work. The frame and planking is unusually 
strong, for tho boat is intended for soagoing 
> xcursions, and is to be used by the Atlantic 
Steamboat Company of Atlantic City ia con- 
nection with the Pennsylvania Railroad Com, 
panyfc excursions. Mr. Ruble is tho inven- 
tor i< a ^vtcuKar screw, which ho has usa! 
succhsnfitlly on the Ohio Rivor, where hobe- 
gnn 1 1 -j &i^£5J'.:eiU.s.

Tho screw consists of f.ra? blades flrmlj 
rivetted to a bouyant and rrfj*tfjrat cyliudcl 
oC boiler iron having conical cyis. Two ol 
these screws, each six feet in diameter, wil 
propel tho now boat, Mr. Ruble thinks, at th| 
rate of twenty- thre.- miles an hour. Tnepecu 
liarity of this form of screw is that it is no, 
intended for total submergence, but will 11(1 
partly above the surface, one-half or two 
thirds being submerged, Tho inventor sayj 
his wheel, running in this manner, will not 
churn, and will move with the slightest del 
grooof slip While applying the full energy til 
bo developed from a wheel of a given dial 
meter and doing with ono-lifth of tho powel 
needed to run an ordinary screw. Two T.'h 
horse power Fogg high speed engines will bd 
useil, taking steam from a boiler of Mr. 
Ruble's own designing for which ho claim! 
tho greatest economy. Owners of steam 
launches, tugboats, and other screw-propolh 
ed craft aro watching the progress of th< 
work on tho new lioat and waiting for thj 
trial which will take place on tho Passant 
next month. 

Mr. Ruble is very confident, and says t hai 
he has got beyond tho experimental stage, 
having demonstrated to his own satisfaction 
the value of the wheels oil a steamboat in tb-J 
"West. There ho had tho wheels alongside 
amidships, and now ho will place tho nl u u- 
dor the overhanging stern. Tho hollow hut* 
will be calked tightly around the shafts M 
that no water can get into thorn.

We are sure that when the attention 
of the Minister of Public Works is direct- 
ed to the fact that nearly four hundred 
miles of tho coast of British Columbia is 
without; .a light or a buoy ho will soo tho 
necessity of providing without delay a 
remedy for this extraordinary neglect. 
The expense of lighting so long a stretch 
of coast should not be made un w'w for 
doing" in .thing "at all." There should bo 
some murks, let them be ever so inex- 
pensive, to show the dangerous places on 
tho coast, and to guide vessels which are 
tlmTuhiig 'their way through tortuous 
channels. A splash of paint on a rock 
here and there and some cheap buoys, 
costing only a few dollars, would make 
the navigation of the coast much safer 
than it is and be tho means of saving 
property and perhaps life. This is a 
most important matter, and we trust that 
the Minister's attention will be directed 
to it by those who are interested in the 
trade of the province. 

The Minister of Public Works will see 
at a glance that the Post Oilico building 
is not ntbiqunte to the requirements of 
the city and province Places in the Do- 
minion of far leas importance than Vic- 
toria are provided with much better post- 
otlice accommodation.

'"■Grand Quadrennial Gathering of the Church 
Throughout Camilla. 

On Wednesd^ry t hero was opened — as 
has been announced in tho tolu^ruins— in 
the St. James Methodist church, Mon- 
treal, tho quadrennial conference of that 
influential organization, tho Methodists of 
Canada. Tho sermon was preached by 
Rev. Dr. Carman, and in the evening tho 
holy communion was administered. The 
present is its second meotinji since forma- 
tion, and its deliberations will bo watched 
with general interest, dealing, as it will 
do, with 8oum of the questions which are 
tho dividing issues betweon it and tho 
other Protestant denominations. The gen- 
eral conference secures its members from 
tho annual conferences. They are elected 
at the conference immediately preceding 
tho mooting of the general conference 
and the siz3 of the annual conference is 
the basis of representation. For every 
ten ministerial delegates to the annual 
conference that body elects one minis 
torial and ono lay delegate to the general 
conference. Tho jurisdiction of tho iron 
eral conference comprises tho whole ot 
British North America. Its boundaries 
extend fioni St. John's, Newfoundland 
in the ens', to Victoria in tho west, and 
from tho lino -15 to the shore? of til 
Arctic. There are eleven sub-provinces 
or conferences, with the annexed repre 
sontation to the conference :

Tho presiding officer of the general con- 
ference is a general superintendent 
elected for eight years. According to 
present rules there must be two of these 
superintendents, but one office in vacant 
through the death of the la o Dr. Wil- 
liams. Rev. Dr. Carman is the present 
goneral superintendent, and is member 
and ex-officio chairman of all standing 
committees, with a casting vot e only. IK- 
is not stationed, but travels and looks 
after tho connectional interests. As- 
sociated in the work "t pastoral 
supervision is a special goneral 
Conference counn tteo of tn'olve members 
which lias full power to make rules and 
regulations under tho following limita- 
tions and restrictions, viz.:— "It shall 
not revoke, alter or change any artw lo of 
religion, nor establish any new standards 
of rules of doctrines contrary to existing 
and established standards of doctrine. It 
shall not destroy the plan of our itinerant 
system. It shall not make a >y changes 
in the general rules of our society. It 
shall not do away with ihu privileges of 
■our ministers and probationers for the 
ministry, or trial by a committee, and of 
••in appeal ; neither shall it do away with 
tho privileges of our members <>f trial 
before tho society, or by a committee, 
and of ou appeal.' The principal sub- 
jects to be discussed this year are : Uni- 
versity Federation ; the Relation of tho 
Laity to the various Church Courts and 
mure particularly to the Stationing Com- 
mittee ; the Quadrennial Revision of the 
Discipline ; the question whether a suc- 
cessor should be appointed to the late 
Rev. Dr. Williams, one of the general 
.superintendent-!, there being a strong 
feeling that for efficiency and economy 
one superintendent is enough. Then 
will come up the discussion respect- | 
ing the pastoral term. It; is 
said that the clerical delegates ftj 
genera! favor an extension of the term, 
while the majority of the ministers 
throughout the country and tho laity fav- 
or the present term of three years. 

COL. MACLEOD MOORE. 

D3.Uh of the Estatillsuer »f ICnlght TeinpUry 
in Canada. 

A few days since the death occurred at 
Prescott, Ontario, of Liout.-Col. VVilihui 
James Bury Macleod Moore, supreme 
grand master of the order of Knights 
Templars in Canada. Col. .Moore has 
occupied tho most advanced positions in 
the order, and has long been known as a 
great student and able writer on matters 
appertaining to the craft in its highest 
branches. "His efforts led to the estab- 
lishment of tho Great Priory of Canada, 
of which ho was the first supreme grand 
master, elected for life. For his efforts 
in this and other work lie received from 
tho Prince of Wales, the Grand Master of 
England, the decoration of (i.C. Templar. 
Col. Moore was a great stickler for 
adherence to the ancient landmarks, 
and repeatedly condemned tho florid 
innovations and parades with which this 
continent has become so familiar. His 
connection with Freemasonry dates back 
to 1820, ia which year, in the lodge room 
in the house of Major- General Sir Alex- 
ander Loith, K.C.I!., in Scotland, he re- 
ceived the three craft degrees. He was 
appointed to the (i'.tth Regiment of Foot, 
in which he served as lieutenant, captain, 
etc., for twenty years. In 1852 be was 
sent to Canada as staff-officer and was 
subsequently appointed to the command 
of the active force at Ottawa. Later ho 
lived at Luprairio ill connection with his 
military duties, and, on the destruction 
of the barracks there by lire, removed to 
lit. Johns, and later to Prescott, Ho at- 
tended and presided at the meeting of the 
Groat Priory at Kingston in July last ami 
appeared in good health and spirits and, 
though ho was over eighty years of age, 
his death wiil be a cause of tairprisu to 
liuny who saw hitn on that occasio I, 

MIXifiD MARRIAGES. 

Archbishop Walsh recently addressed 
.'i circular 1- ttor to his clergy on the sub- 
ject of mixed marriages between Roman 
Catholics and Protestants. Tho authori- 
ties at Romo nro desirous of obtaining 
all possible information on the oiiocts up- 
on the Church of these unions, and the 
questions sent out call for a return of the 
number of marriages botwoen Catholics 
and non-Catholics, or between Cat holics 
and non-Oliristinns, that have taken place 
in each parish during tho last, ten years ; 
also how many of them tilth and how 
many wi bout a dispensation from (he 
Holy See. In eases where a dispensation 
was obtained, it is asked have the pro- 
mises given been observed or not, and in 
how rnany cases have those promises not 



been observed I Especially in how many 
cases have the Catholic parties broken j 
their promises to bring up the children 1 
Catholics ; in how many cases have they | 
themselves fallen away from their faith ! j 
Whore tho marriages have been without, 
a dispensation, in what religion are the 
children usually .baptized and brought Up? ! 
In how many cases have the Catholic par- 
ties to such undispensed marriages lost, i 
their faith ; in how many eases have they !
